TYLER  JUNIOR  COLLEGE  STATE  CO-CHAMPIONS  —  1941 


The  1941  Tyler  Junior  College  Basket  Ball  Team  in  winning  their 
zone  championship  and  tying  for  the  State  Junior  College  Championship 
continued  the  habits  of  the  Tyler  Junior  College  basket  ball  teams  of  the 
three  preceding  years  as  Tyler  Junior  College  won  State  Championship 
in  1938  and  1939,  were  runner-up  to  the  State  Championship  in  1940, 
and  then  tied  for  the  State  Championship  this  season.  The  team  this 
season  broke  more  records  than  any  Texas  Junior  College  team  of  the  past. 
The  1941  Apaches  also  set  a  Northern  Zone  record  by  making  a  clean 
sweep  of  their  2,one  conference  games,  something  never  done  by  a  Northern 
Zone  Club  before.  For  the  entire  season  the  Apaches  made  a  total  of  1774 
points  to  their  opponents  1028;  thus  averaging  59  points  per  game  to  their 
opponents  34,  and  thereby  setting  another  State  Junior  College  record 
with  their  59  points  per  game  average.  Furthermore,  by  averaging  65 
points  per  game  in  their  conference  the  Apaches  established  another  State 
Junior  College  Record. 

Buck  Overall,  co-captain  and  the  club's  high  scorer,  set  a  new  State 
Junior  College  record  and  in  all  probability  a  national  collegiate  record 
by  scoring  a  total  of  563  points  in  29  games,  averaging  over  19  points 
per  game  and  also  having  an  average  of  21  points  per  game  in  the  State 
Play-Olf  Games.  Buck  Overall  and  Winfred  Williams  were  the  only 
unanimous  choices  in  the  district  for  all  zone  positions  this  season.
